If twoor three paſſages carry 
not that gravity in ſhew, as ſome, 
perhaps, could wiſh they dic : 
Let theſe confader therein in 
thoſe places the inforced nature 
of the allegory. Then how that 
elſewhere in all the reſt of the 
Book the carriage of the matter 
is very far from the nature of fo 
odious and ſo baſe a compariſon, 
ifit bein the hand of a piouſly 
affected & well-minded Reader. 
Laſtly, That even thoſe fery paſſa« 
ges are ſharp repreofs; and are 
no more an occaſion to guilty 
parties, with the conceit thereof 
to make themſelves merry, then 
that great Prophet Eliah his 
mocking (in a matter none more 
weighty) was to the Pricſts of 
Baal, when yet, perhaps, ſome of 
the wiſer ſort abhorring Baal, 
might ſmile ſecretly thereat. 

There is a kind of ſmiling and 
joyful laughter, for any thing I

ber gravity, and with the beſt 
mans piety, juſtly occaſioned 
from the right apprehenſion of 
things, elſe had not Abraham fal- 
len into it, nor holy 7ob, nor the 


Feob:9,24, righteous in ſeeing (which is 
Pſal:52:6 ſtrange) matter of fear, Well, 


I have cloathed this Book as it 


is: It may be ſome humour took . 


me, as once it did old Facob, who 
apparelled YJoſeph differently 
from all the reſt of his brethren 
in a party coloured coat, It may 
alſo be that I took (as Jacob did 
in his Joſeph) more delight in 
this Lad, than in twenty other of 
his Brethren born before him, or 
ina younger Benjamiz: brought 
forth ſoon after him. 

When I thus did apparel him,

KM any miſtake me, and abuſe him 
in their too carnal apprehenſion, 
without the truly intended ſpi- 
ritual uſe, let them blame them- 
ſelves, and 'neither me nor him : 
For the fault is their own, which 
I wiſhthem to amend.
